(ULP) complaint f i l ed  March 2 5 ,  1996, and t h e  Town‘s 
Answer and Motion t o  Dismiss f i l ed  A p r i l  8 ,  1996. 

2. 	 I t  convened a hear ing  t o  take  evidence and h e a r  testi­
mony r e l a t i n g  t o  t h e  pending ULP complaint .  

3.  	 I t  heard  opening arguments from r e p r e s e n t a t i v e s  f o r  
each party and t h e  complainant‘s case on t h e  merits. 

4 .  	 A t  t h e  conclusion of t h e  Union’s case, t h e  Town moved 
to dismiss  for f a i l u r e  t o  state a c l a i m  whereupon t h e  
PELRB GRANTED t h a t  motion.
